OUR UNBALANCED POPULATION. 
The problem of how to bring 


about the redistribution of the na- 
tion’s population, made necessary 
by the overcrowding of the indus- 
trial areas during the decade from 
4920 to 1930, is being attacked 
from three angles by the federal 
government. 

The task of bringing about a bet- 
ter balance between urban and rural 
residents is centered in the nation- 
al advisory committee on subsist- 
ence homesteads, recently formed 
to carry out the program outlined 
by congress in allocating $25,000,- 
000 of the public works fund for 
homes outside of cities; the busi- 
ness advisory and planning commis- 
sion, created several months ago by 
Secretary of Commerce Roper; and 
the committee on decentralization 
of industry, recently formed and of 
which W. A. Julian, treasurer of the 
United States, is chairman. 

It is evident that the former tend- 
ency to centralize manufacturing in 
certain areas of the country is un- 
dergoing a change and that indus- 
try in future will seek to spread 
out to include all states. Sensing 
this change, the federal government 
is laying plans.to meet the changed 
conditions that will result. 

Through the decentralization | 
committee it is hoped to solve for 
industry many of the problems 
which may arise incident to the 
sought-for relief from overpopula- 
tion in the present congested in- 
dustrial arcas. 

As an important phase of the 
work, the government will promote 
the removal of families from crowd- 
ed centers of population to the out- 
lying territory through the sub- 
sistence homestead plan.

BEER SALES MOUNT. 

Figures on beer consumption re- 
leased by the United States Brew- 
ers’ Association show a. steady in- 
crease in sales since the beverage 
became legal on April 7 in most of 
the states of the Union. 

Following the tremendous buying 
which made it impossible for the 
breweries at first to keep up with 
the orders received, it was pre- 
dicted that when the novelty of 
legal beer wore off, consumption 
would slump. 

Instead, sales during August 
mounted to 2,906,708 barrels, an 
increase of 219,000 barrels over 
July. This means, the brewers’ 
statement points out, that during 
the month “America drank 1,144,- 
eight-ounce glasses of 
beer for a grand total of 5,748,- 
447,632 glasses since April 7.” 

The report also cites that “the 
federal revenue from beer advanced 
from $54,000,000 at the end of 
July to $71,000,000 in the 20 
weeks-since beer’s legalization.” 

The figures announced by the 
brewers reveal that during the four 
months ending August 31 the 
amount of beer sold, if divided 
among the population of the coun- 
try, would have given more than 
40 glasses to every man, woman 
and child in the United States—an 
impressive answer to the question 
as to whether the majority of the 
people welcomed its sale, 


A survey of the effect of the 
sale of beer on business conditions 
in Atlanta shows that there have 
b2en established 23 wholesale. dis- 
tributing concerns. Most of them 
are new corporations and have set. 
up new offices and leased ware- 
houses. These new concerns have 
been especially beneficial to the 
automobile industry, as practically 
all of them have purchased passen- 
ger cars for their salesmen and | 
trucks for deliveries. 

There are now 421 
licensed to serve beers on the 
premises, while 111 others are 
licensed for sales of beer to be 
carried away by the purchaser. 

These figures are convincing 
evidence that beer has stimulated 
business “conditions in Atlanta 
through the leasing of a large num- 
ber of buildings that had been va- 
cant for long periods, the employ- 
ment of hundreds of formerly idle 
men and women, and the adding of 
a large amount of money to that 
in circulation in the city.

The Manchester Guardian having 
received several letters from people in 
Russia describing famine conditions in 


the Ukraine and in the North Cauca- |, 


sus, others have come forward to deuy 


these allegations and among them Dr.. 
Sherwocd Eddy. Dr. Eddy has been 
to soviet Russia many times. He is 
a friend of the soviet union. He 
knew Russia before the revolution and 
he writes to the Guardian that he 
has been unable to discover real fam- 
ine conditions in the Ukraine this 
year. 

I noticed Dr. Eddy.in Moscow two 
months ago with a large party of tour- 
ists. They were stapiny at the Hotel 
Novo-Moskovskaya and the party even 
had a private dining room at its dis- 
posal, where important soviet people 


also came to lecture and harangue | ~* 


them on various phases of life in this 
country. The party under Dr. Eddy’s 
leadership split into four groups, he 
writes in the Guardian, and. set out 
to search for famine. Without re- 
sults, 

But where did they go? Everybody 
in Russia admits that conditions in 
the Ukraine and the North Caucasus 
were bad last winter. Many will go 
further and say that they were terri- 
ble. Right in the same Novo-Moskov- 
skaya hotel a man came to me, an old 
revolutionary, a trusted servant of the 
seviet government, who told me, when 
my room had been bolted and locked 
(he insisted on this, not I) that mil- 
lions had died of starvation last win- 
ter and this spring. I could give his 
name here, but that would be the end 
of him, so I won't. 

That was the first intimation I had 
that something was seriously amiss in 
the Ukraine. Not an enemy, not a 
foreign spy or an ex-bourgeois, a real 
bolshevik came to tell me. 

“But,” said I to him, “if it is that 
bad and you people are yourselves 
aware of it, why don’t you protest 
against the policy of collectivization 
which has produced this disaster.” 

And he replied: “Eighty per cent 
of the members of the communist 
party are disgusted with Stalin’s pol- 
icy, but they dare not open their 
mouths. The first who protests is 
thrown out, his food-card is taken 
away and he is left to starve. For 
a group to protest leads to the fate 
of the Trotskyists, exile and prison. 
What are we to do? - The situation 
is terrible. I am keeping my rela- 
tives in the North Caucasus alive with 
packages of food. I have seen corpses 
lving in the streets of the village of 
Krumenchuk. All the inhabitants of 
that place have either died of hunger 
or they have fled.”

ing ashes men lay sprawled on their 
faces or backs, arms and legs flung 
wildly in the throes of death. 

Those who succeeded in escaping 
were nearest the top of the canyon 
and made a slow and painful flight 
through the heavy brush before the 
pursuing flames. > 

The terrifying scene was described 
by W. R. Woods, a county worker, 
who escaped with several others. : 

“They didn’t scream,” Woods said. 
“They were suffocated before the fire 
caught up with them. 

' “We were all ¢ounty workers to- 
gether and we went up that canyon 
to fight the fire. We dug and wor 
with our shovels to make a fire break, 
when suddenly the flames were upon 
us. 

“T ran downhill with a few others 
and barely got around the flames. 
When I looked back I saw 40 or more 
others running uphill. 

“They kept dropping one by one as 
the smoke caught up with them. Then 
they would crawl a little way and lie 
still. And then the fire would catch 
them.” ; 

Men who escaped related how their 
fellow workers had rushed into the 
burning area and attempted to beat 
down the flames with sacks. Within 
a few seconds their retreat to safety 
had been ent off by the roating fire. 


The danger was increased by a 
strong wind which swept in from the 
ocean and added to the spread of the 


flames.

“Neither myself, the Milledgeville 
Banking Company nor Mr. Jordan 
was instrumental in throwing the 
paper into the hands of the receivers,” 
Mr. Bell’s statement said. “The ac- 
tion was taken by outside interests. 
When the proceedings were instituted 
we were of necessity compelled to in- 
tervene to protect our interest and to 
assure, more than any other consider- 
ation, the continued publication of the 
newspaper. 

“Our determination to acquire title 
to the property was based upon a 
desire to see Milledgeville and Bald- 
win county adequately represented by 
an enterprising newspaper. It is our 
intention to develop the paper to the 
fullest possible extent. We will refrain 
from making promises of any charac- 
ter. All we ask is that the public be 
tolerant for a few weeks and then let 
the results speak for themselves. 

“The management has been given a 
free hand. Mr. Hansell and those asso- 
ciated. with him come here free of 
any prejudice, if any ever have exist- 
ed, and with but one thought in mind 
—to give the people a newspaper that 
serves the interest of each of us by 
promoting the welfare of all of us.” 

N. Jordan confined his com- 
ment to subscribing to Mr. Bell’s for- 
mal announcement. However, he did 
add that as a part owner of the paper 
he insisted that its only policy be: 
“Fear God. Tell the Truth and Make 
Money.”

garded Stribling as an ordinary prize 
fighter. They saw in him a fresh, 
clean young boy who could taste fame 
and reject ego; who could make more 
than half a million dollars before he 
was 30 and still live as simply as his 
neighbors in Macon or in the country 
at Ochlocknee; who could hear the ac- 
claim of the great of the sports world 
and still value above all other praise 
the devotion of a.few friends whose 
names never make the news pages. 
COUNTRY STOCK. 

He came-of country’ stock and he 
never lost the simplicity of the coun- 
try. His grandparents were farmers 
down in the sandy stretches of south- 
west Georgia. His father and mother 
left Bainbridge with their young chil- 
dren, W. L. and “Baby,” and went 
beating up and down the seas in an 
acrobatic act known as the “Four 
Grahams,” 


Before W. L. was 12 years old he 
had known most of the countries of 
the earth and had played on vauderille 
stages everywhere. 


His ring career carried him to 
Australia, South Africa and all over 
Europe. Millionaires entertained him 
and royalty watched him fight, but 
he remained at heart the simple, small- 
town boy, who cuffed and pawed his 
friends in friendly fashion, and was 
always too shy with newspapermen to 
tell them much about himself. 

He knew the great stadiums of the 
earth, but his home was the Georgia 
wiregrass, where even strangers, pass- 
ing each other, always say “hello, 
neighbor.” 

Stribling enjoyed nothing more than 
“hanging around” with his friend, Foy 

one, who runs a pdol room, or 
“chinning”. with Roy Barrow at his 
filling station. 

ALWAYS SAME. 

They never saw Londen or Paris, 
but they never rated him in terms o 
success or failure; they never embar- 
rassed him with florid flattery, but 
he knew that their admiration never 
went up or down with fickle public 
fancy. He could have lost’ 300 fights 
instead of ¥2 out of 300 and still have 
been their hero. 

With them and with all others who 
knew Stribling well, it was not the 
power of his fists or the effective- 
ness of his technique but the simplic- 
ity of his nature that elevated him 
above the average. 

From the day when a white-faced 
young schoolboy, he beat Jake Abel, 
the best lightweight in the south, on 
through those days when he ham- 
mered old Mike MeTigue to his knees,

ASTRA PREMIER’ 


Hurt by Two Bullets. 
Gunman Is Arrested. 


VIENNA, Oct. 3.—()—The step- 
grandson of an emperor's dentist, 
wielding a dainty pearl-handled Te- 
volver, came within an ace t of 
killing Chancellor Engelbert uss 
and plunging Austrian and European 
politics into new and more dangerous 
confusion. 

As it was, however, the two bullets 
from the gun of Rudolf Dertil, a for- 
mer corporal in the Austrian army, 
only grazed the chancellor’s left breast 
and wounded him slightly in the left 
arm. Dollfuss, after receiving treat- 
ment at a hospital, went home within 
an hour. 

The question immediately asked; 
“Was he a nazi?” still was not defi- 
nitely answered tonight. 

Socialist newspapers headlined the 
accusation that Dertil was a Hitler- 
ite, while on the other hand the pro- 
Dollfuss newspaper Weltblatt identi- 
fied him as a member of the Schutz- 
bund, the dissolved socialist military 
organization. 

Not Determined. 

Police late tonight again empha- 
sized that the prisoner’s political af- 
filiation had not yet been determined 
adding that the former corporal ha 
voluntarily resigned from the army 
after three years of service. 

The socialist newspaper Tag, pre- 
viously had flatly declared the shoot- 
ing was a nazi attempt on the life of 
Dollfuss. Not only the former cor- 
poral, the newspaper said, but also a 
b@other, his sister and his stepfather 
all embraced naziism. Describing Der- 
til as a petty thief and a “provoca+ 
teur,” another report meationed that 
the prisoner’s stepgrandfather, Ray- 
mond Guenther, was a dentist to Em- 
peror Franz Joseph. 

A few hours after the attempt, the 
little chancellor—four feet, 11 inches 
tall—was standing in his pajamas at 
home delivering a nationwide address 
a the Austrians he was still up 


—a my Parliament. 
a 


The attack was staged at the en- 
trance to the parliament building. As 
Dollfuss approached, Dertil moved up, 
apparently with the intention of hand- 
ing him a manuscript. Police inter- 
vened, however, and seized the docu- 
ment. Thereupon the former corporal 
stepped back a few paces, drew his 
gun and fired.. 

The chancellor was rushed to the 
hospital, with Vice Chancellor Emil 
Fey in hot pursuit to learn the con- 
dition of his chief. 

Police at once seized the assailant 
and seized his weapon, which they 
found to be a small pearl-handled gun 
which had been loaded with only the 
two shells which hit Dollfuss. 

Dertil said later that he had no in- 
tention to kill the chancellor, his only 
desire being “to attract attention to 
the man who just now would be the 
right man to participate in the lead- 
ership of Austria.” 

Police questioned him closely as to 
the. identity of this man, but he re- 
fused to explain the. statement. He 
did deny, however, tl that he is a nazi. 


Chancellor Engelbert Dollfuss of 
Austria, whose height of 4 feet, 11 
inches, has won him the nickname of 
“Our Little Napoleon’ among his 
friends, was brought more prominent- 
ly into the public eye by a series of 


which got under way last winter. 

Parliament became unruly and the 
chancellor, who had been in office 
since May, 1932, promptly shelved it 
with a declaration that it had “para- 
lyzed itself.” 

Opposition leaders tried to hold a 
rump session and he called the police. 
The socialists, long dominant in 
Vienna city affairs, threatened a gen- 
eral strike. The chancellor dared 
them to go right ahead, and later dealt 
the party a smashing blow by diasolv- 
ing its private army, the Schutzbund 
of 150,000 members. 

Municipal elections revealed a 
growing nazi strength. Dolifuss met 
it by saying there would be no more 
elections until the country quieted 
down. 

Meanwhile, the nazis, who had 
openly voieed their desire for union 
with Germany soon after Adolf Hitler 
went to the helm in the reich, became 
increasingly active. 

Government raided the party head- 
quarters, took more than 1,000 of its 
members into custody and outlawed 
the organization as “an enemy of the 


state.” 
E Nazis. 

This action enraged both the nazis 
in Austria and their friends across 
the border in Germany. Airplanes 
dropped leaflets flatly asserting that 
the nazis would retaliate, but all these 
threats left Dollfuss cold, 

“Not even the death threats such 
as myself and my wife have been 
getting,” he said could frighten him, 

Political affairs continued to boil, 
however, resulting recently in a com- 
plete cabinet realignment in which 
the diminutive .chancellor assumed 
five cabinet posts. 

Some his enemies charged him 
with assuming the role of a dictator, 
an old accusation to the chancellor. 

Dolifuss, married and the father of 
a son, Rudolf, and a daughter, Eva, 
began his political career as the sec- 
retary of the lower Austrian peas- 
ants’ league. He was appointed min- 
inster of agriculture in the Buresch 
cabinet in March, 1931, advancing 
from this post to the chancellor's 
office. 

His small stature did not prevent 
him serving 37 months at the front 
during the World War and winning 
an officers’ commission.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—(@)—It 
was indicated in reliable public works 
administration sources today that no 
consideration will be giyen in the near 
future to the proposed Florida cross- 
state ship canal. 

The construction was urged recent- 
ly by local interests on the grounds 
it would result in great savings to 
shipping. 

The proposed gulf-Atlantic mer 
barge canal, which would run pa 
through southern Georgia and carte 
ern Florida to connect the Gulf of 
Mexico and Atlantic intracoastal ca- 
nals has not yet come before the ad- 
ministration for consideration. 

It was indicated in sources gener- 
ally reliable that formal action on it 
would not be had for some time.
